COTTON PRODUCTION UNDER WEEVIL CONDITIONS 


Sweetened poisoning and the dusting method are the two methods used by a 
good many farmers for the control of the weevil. In some sections of the Southeast 
the farmer who was not prepared to use dust was badly hurt. We are glad to say 
that by the use of dust we were able to produce 500 pounds of lint per acre on 
most of our land. Do not wait until the day you are ready to use it before getting 
your equipment ready, in the event it is needed.

STAPLE: 1 1/32” to 1 1/16” full. Cztaracrer: Excellent, the very best. Sxa- 
son: Early. Per Centr Lint: 36 1/2 to 39. Boris: 60 to 65 to pound. Storm resis- 
tance good. Type Prant: 2 to 3 lateral branches, medium light foliage, deep lobe 
leaf, medium dwarfed. Seasons influence plant size. 


Strain No. 3 is an excellent picker. One should pick 20 to 25% more cotton in 
this variety than most other varieties. It will take 15 to 20 thousand less bolls to 
make a bale of seed cotton weighing 1200 lbs. than some other varieties. It does 
well on medium to rich soils and will stand crowding in the drill. It has been the 
leader in our variety test by a small margin, also carries a better per cent lint with 
a very fine spinning quality. It is much sought after by the mills. While we do 
not recommend this cotton on heavy wilt soils it is known to be a semi-wilt resistant 
variety and has given remarkable satisfaction on soils that carry quite a bit of wilt. 
Its high yield per acre with a heavy seeding when you have ample seed will likely take 
care of some of the die-off. Our stocks are very limited and we expect to be sold out 
before the season is over. All seed Ceresan treated.

STRAIN No. 3 


(Increase Block 35-4-4) 


STAPLE: | 1/16" full normally. Season: Early. Cuxaracrer: Excellent. Per 
Cent Lint: 35 to 37. S1zz Bott: About 70 to 85 to pound. Type Pranr: Medium 
dwarfy with light foliage. 


This strain is offered for the first time and represents straight line selection work 
within our Cleveland Wilt Resistant cotton. It has been tested out on very heavy 
wilt-soils and in the variety tests for the year 1943 there was a visible difference in 
yield per acre, convincing to any observer. While the lint yield at this time has not 
been figured out for this season, it does lead in seed cotton per acre and we are 
very proud to offer it to you this season. For two consecutive years it has been our 
leader on heavy wilt soils in production per acre. 


We might add as compared to Strain 2 the boll type is more oval (less pointed ) 
which is an advantage in the picking quality. We cannot guarantee against wilt 
under all conditions, because of the different forms of wilt, also the possibility of 
sometimes having heavy nematode infection. Stocks of seed very limited. All seed 
Ceresan treated.

It also makes a very high turnout 
at the gins. It sets its fruit rather early. It has no resistance to wilt but does do 
some better than some other known non-wilt varieties. ‘This year the stocks on hand 
are lighter than usual. All seed Ceresan treated.

Each bag carries a privilege tag that permits you to. examine 
the seed upon arrival. If they are not satisfactory you are permitted to return them 
within eight days. 


Your Responsipitity: We waive all responsibility for seeds which have been 
in customers hands for more than eight days, as any seed may be killed or germination 
lessened by subjecting them to too much moisture, heat, brine, chemicals, etc. Under 
no circumstances will we be responsible for germination of seed after planting, whether 
within eight days or not. Return seed at once, if you do not accept these conditions. 


COTTON SEED: All bags loaded 100 lbs. to the bag. One bag, 3 1/3 Bus.; 
2 bags, 6 2/3 Bus.; 3 bags, 10 Bus. 
WEIGHTS: All Cotton Machine Graded, 30 pounds to bushel. Seed put up 


in good strong burlap bags printed two colors, and under a lead 
seal as lock and key job for your protection.
